Adopted  April  1,   1881, 
BY  THE  SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


1st.  The  Schools  shall  be  opened  punctuall}'  at  9  A.  M. 
and  IP.  M.,  and  closed  at  12  M.  and  4  P.  M.  Children  in 
the  ABC  classes  ma}'  be  dismissed  after  two  hours  attend- 
ance at  each  session. 

2nd.  *rhe  roll  shall  be  called  immediately  after  the  com- 
mencement of  each  session,  and  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures 
shall  be  read  each  morning  after  the  roll-call,  and  the  com- 
mittee recommend  the  repetition,  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  b}^  the 
teacher  and  pupils  in  concert,  and  singing  at  least  once  each 
half  day. 

3rd.  Obedience  to  the  teacher  is  required,  faithful  atten- 
tion to  studies,  and  all  whispering  without  permission  for- 
bidden. 

4th.     All  pupils  older  than  six  years  shall  practice  writing. 

.5th.  Rhetorical  exercises.  One  declamation,  recitation 
or  composition  shall  be  given  by  each  scholar  once  a  week. 
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6th.  Teachers  are  required  to  give  oral  instruction  in  out- 
line geograph}' ;  in  grammar,  the  parts  of  speech,  and  conju- 
gation of  verbs  ;  in  arithmetic,  the  tables  to  be  committed  to 
memory :  in  one  of  these  branches  at  least  five  minutes  each 
day. 

7th.  Scholars  shall  not  mark,  deface,  or  damage  anything 
in  or  about  the  school  house  ;  and  they  shall  not  engage  in 
boisterous  conduct,  nor  use  vulgar,  obscene  or  profane  lan- 
giiage. 

8th.  Teachers  shall  govern  and  instruct  their  pupils  with- 
out partiality  ;  shall  inculcate  the  principles  of  morality,  a 
sacred  regard  for  justice,  truth,  love  of  country,  punctuality, 
benevolence,  industry,  sobriety,  chastity,  cleanliness,  neat- 
ness, and  love  of  order. 

9th.  Teachers  shall  look  after  cases  of  tardiness  and  sup- 
posed truancy,  and  may  require  written  excuses  from  parents 
and  guardians. 

10th.  Teachers  shall  notify  parents  and  guardians  of  the 
wants  of  their  children  in  books  or  materials  to  successfully 
prosecute  their  studies  ;  and  if  not  supplied  in  one  week  shall 
notify  the  Superintending  Committee. 

11th.  The  laws  of  the  State  make  scholars  responsible  to 
their  teachers  in  going  to  and  from  school  when  not  under  the 
care  of  parents  or  guardians. 

12ih.  Holidays.  The  following  named  holidays  only  shall 
be  granted  to  the  schools,  viz  :  Decoration  Day  (May  30)  ; 
Election  Day  (first  Wednesday  in  June) ,  biennially  when  the 
same  occurs  ;  Fourth  of  July  ;  Christmas  Day  ;  New  Year's 
(Jan.  1)  ;  Washington's  Birthday  (Feb.  22).  All  schools 
will  be  closed  on  Fast  and  Thanksgiving  days. 

13th.  Text-Books.  No  new  text-books  shall  be  introduced 
by  the  teachers,  or  used  in  the  schools,  excepting  those  named 
in  the  list  published  in  the  last  annual  town  report,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee. 


14th.  The  law  requires  teachers  to  return  their  registers 
to  the  Superintending  Committee,  and  get  a  certificate  there- 
for, before  receiving  their  pa}-.  Prudential  committees  are 
forbidden  to  pa}'  teachers  for  their  services  until  such  certifi- 
cate is  procured  and  delivered  to  the  prudential  committees. 
See  Chap.  5,  Sec.  33.,  Page  89,  Digest  of  School  Laws. 

15th.  Teachers  are  required  to  observe  and  enforce  these 
regulations,  and  read  them  to  their  pupils  at  the  commence- 
ment of  every  term.

To  THE  Citizens  op  Fitzwilliam  : 

In  compliance  with  tlie  laws  of  the  State,  the  following 
Report  of  the  Public  Schools  for  the  year  ending  March  1, 
1885,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Upon  reviewing  the  past  year  we  are  happj-  to  report  the 
prosperous  condition  of  the  schools. 

With  a  single  exception  every  session  has  been  successful, 
and  quite  satisfactory',  and  during  the  past  year  we  have  had 
several  excellent  and  model  teachers,  as  will  appear  on  exami- 
nation of  our  detail  report  of  each  school. 

Sickness  has  not  prevailed  to  any  great  extent  among  our 
scholars  during  the  year,  and  the  progress  of  our  schools 
(with  perhaps  two  or  three  exceptions)  has  not  b^en  essen- 
tially hindered.or  interrupted  by  any  prevaiUng  sickness.

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PARENTS  AND  SCHOLARS. 

Parents  have  a  part  to  perform, — much  of  the  promptness 
and  regularity  of  attendance,  as  well  as  encouragement  in 
well-doing,  depends  upon  them.  They  should  see  to  it, 
therefore,  that  their  children  are  at  school  every  day,  and  in 
season,  that  at  the  close  of  the  term  they  may  have  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  their  names  will  appear  on  the  roll  of 
honor,  and  the  names  of  all  such  printed  in  the  annual  report 
to  the  town.  This  of  itself  may  seem  of  but  little  conse- 
quence, but  they  sllould  consider  that  promptness  insures 
success. 

And  the  pupils,  the  all-important  factor  in  our  schools,  as 
it  is  for  them  that  we  are  all  at  work,  should  manifest  an 
interest  and  willingness  on  their  part  to  do  all  the}'  can  for 
themselves,  for  without  this,  all  the  time,  patience,  labor  and 
money  expended,  will  be  of  no  avail,  as  no  teacher,  however 
good  and  faithful,  and  no  parent,  however  interested  and 
anxious,  can  accomplish  but  little  unless  the  pupils  have  a 
a  desire  and  disposition  to  learn,  and  are  willing  to  give  their 
whole  attention  to  their  studies.  Unsteady  attendance  on 
the  part  of  pupils  produces  a  very  unhappy  influence  on  the 
whole  school.  Not  only  do  those  suffer  who  absent  them- 
selves, but  the  several  classes  to  which  they  belong  are 
embarrassed  in  their  studies,  and  it  very  frequently  occurs 
that  a  whole  class  is  kept  back  on  account  of  the  irregularity 
of  attendance  on  the  part  of  one  or  more  scholars  in  the  class. 

BOOK-KEEPING. 

It  is  highly  important  that  every  person  when  he  enters 
upon  the  active  duties  of  life  should  be  able  to  record  properly 
any  common  business  transaction,  and  in  order  to  accomplish 
this  the  simpler  forms  of  book-keeping  should  be  taught  and 
studied  by  all  pupils  of  sufficient  age  to  comprehend  the  same, 
attending  our  common  schools,  and  this  branch  should  be 
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taken  up  before  commencing  the  study  of  Algebra,  Ph3'siology 
and  other  higher  branches.  Formerly  but  few  privileged 
persons  in  our  cities  and  larger  towns  had  enjoj-ed  the  bene- 
fits of  any,  or  at  most,  but  little,  intelligible  instruction  in  the 
department  of  accounts  or  science  of  book-keeping.  Only 
those  who  expected  to  become  accountants  or  merchants  con- 
sidered it  necessary  to  study  book-keeping,  but  public  senti- 
ment in  this  respect  for  several  years  past,  has  been  gradu- 
ally changing.  Hence  no  j'oung  man  or  lad}'  should  consider 
themselves  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  business  of  life  without 
a  knowledge  of  this  important  branch  of  education,  which 
^will  enable  them  to  keep  their  accounts  in  a  business-like 
manner ;  without  it  they  will  be  subject  to  losses,  litigation 
and  ridicule.  People  cannot  depend  upon  memory  for  all 
the  items  which  may  be  brought  into  an  account  on  settle- 
ment with  any  person,  neither  should  they  content  themselves 
with  the  belief  that  the  party  with  whom  they  transact  busi- 
ness will  keep  a  just  and  true  account  with  them,  therefore 
they  should  be  able  to  keep  the  account  themselves. 

The  law  does  not' prescribe  the  method  of  keeping  accounts, 
but  in  cases  of  litigation  or  arbitration  it  requires  that  the 
book  in  which  the  items  or  charges  were  originally  made, 
shall  be  produced,  and  if  exceptions  are  taken  to  an  entry  by 
the  opposing  party,  that  its  correctness  be  proved  by  the 
party  in  whose  book  it  is  entered.  ^If  a  party  can  prove  by 
persons  who  have  transacted  business  with  him  that  he  keeps 
a  just  and  correct  account,  it  has  great  weight  in  court,  and 
in  some  States  is  sufficient  to  establish  his  claim. 

Every  pupil  upon  leaving  our  common  schools  should  be 
enabled  by  study  and  instruction  therein  received,  to  keep 
his  accounts  in  such  a  manner,  that  should  it  become  neces- 
sary for  others  to  settle  his  business  or  estate,  they  can  do  it 
understandiugly,  with  little  expense  and  with  satisfaction  to 
all  concerned.  And  beside  in  all  our  cities  and  large  manu- 
facturing towns,  there  is  a  demand  for  good  accountants, 
both  male  and  female,  who  can  command  large  salaries  for 
their  services. 
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WRITTEN  EXAMINATIONS  BY  THE  PUPILS. 

Written  examinations  liave  been  adopted  by  some  of  our 
teachers,  and  with  excellent  results.  We  would  recommend 
that  a  written  examination  containing  a  short  review  of  the 
\arious  lessons  of  the  scholars  be  had  as  often  as  once  in  two 
weeks,  and  such  written  examinations  be  preserved  for  gen- 
eral inspection  by  all  present  at  the  final  examinations  of  the 
school  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  DISTRICTS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  in  the 
approaching  town  meeting  upon  the  question  of  abolishing 
school  district  lines  and  adopting  the  towm  system  of  schools, 
we  will  say,  that  we  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  towards  adopting  that  system,  or  at 
least  towards  consolidating  some  of  the  school  districts. 

In  district  schools,  some  of  the  difficulties  which  are  met, 
and  which  tend  to  greatly  impede  the  progress  of  the  schools, 
are  the  large  number  of  classes,  in  one  instance  rising  as 
high  as  twenty-six, in  a  school  of  sixteen  scholars,  the  short- 
ness of  the  school  terms,  the  necessity  in  some  districts  of 
employing  inexperienced  teachers,  owing  to  the  small  amount 
of  money  appropriated  to  such  districts,  and  the  frequent 
changing  of  teachers. 

These  and  many  others  which  might  be  mentioned  can  all 
be  overcome  by  consolidating  some  districts  and  establishing 
graded  schools  in  place  of  the  district  schools  thus  abolished. 

There  is  no  question  of  the  supremacy  of  graded  over  dis- 
trict schools,  and  we  feel  certain  that  were  the  ex[)eriment 
tried  for  one  year,  our  schools  would  take  a  much  higher  rank 
than  they  now  do. 
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COMPOSITION  AND  DECLAMATION. 

We  regret  to  state  that  there  appears  to  be  a  dispo^tion 
in  some  of  our  schools  to  regard  these  two  branches  as  of 
minor  importance.  This  is  a  mistaken  idea.  The  impor- 
tance of  these  exercises  in  forming  habits  of  correct  writing 
and  speaking,  and  in  teaching  fluenc}'  and  confidence  in  the 
expression  of  ideas,  cannot  be  over-estimated.  And  we 
would  urge  upon  our  scholars  the  necessity  of  as  much  prac- 
tice in  them  as  possible. 

SINGING  IN  SCHOOLS. 

We  regret  that  the  practice  of  singing  has  been  much 
neglected  in  some  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year. 
Nothing  is  more  beautiful  than  the  singing  of  children.  It  is 
the  natural  and  healthy  outlet  of  that  overflow  of  spirits, 
which  is  theirs  in  childhood  and  youth,  and  should  in  every 
way  be  encouraged.  Besides  being  a  source  of  natural  enjoy- 
ment, it  softens  their  manners,  strengthens  their  affections, 
and  in  a  word  makes  them  purer,  better,  happier.  It  exer- 
cises some  influence  in  the  government  of  a  school.  He  had 
a  keen  insight  into  the  sources  of  human  conduct  who  said, 
"Let  me  make  the  songs  of  a  nation  and  I  care  not  who 
makes  the  laws."  How  much  the  songs  of  Burns  and  Scott 
have  tended  to  mould  Scottish  character !  And  the  war 
songs  of  the  rebellion,  how  much  they  did  to  fire  the  heart  of 
our  people  with  manly  enthusiasm  to  "do  and  die,"  if  need 
be,  for  a  cause  for  which  no  sacrifice  was  held  to  be  too 
great ! 

The  teacher  of  a  school  will  find  in  the  milder  influence  of 
song  an  assistance  in  its  management  none  the  less  potential 
fi'om  its  being  unconsciousl}'  exercised.

Miss  Fletcher  passed  an  excellent  examination,  and  the 
result  justified  what  was  predicted  of  her.  The  school  was 
excellent,  botii  as  to  deportment  and  scholarship.  A  large 
number  of  tlie  citizens  were  present  at  the  closing  examina- 
tion, which  passed  off  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  teacher 
and  scholars.

This  terra  also  showed  good  results.  Indeed,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  that  No.  1  has  never  had  better 
schools  than  those  of  the  past  year.  There  was  a  hearty 
sympathy  between  teacher  and  scholars,  an  earnest  co-opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  parents,  and  of  course  the  result  could 
not  be  otherwise  than  satisfactorj'.  Examination  da}'  was 
stormj  and  a  smaller  number  were  present  than  otherwise 
would  have  been  ;  those  who  came,  however,  were  amply 
repaid  for  the  discomfiture  of  the  weather.  The  recitations 
in  history  were  of  marked  excellence,  also,  the  work  of  the 
class  in  book-keeping.

Your  committee  regret  to  report  tliat  this  school  failed  to 
answer  any  just  expectations  of  it.  It  seems  that  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  tei'm  some  of  the  boys  succeeded  in  getting  a 
partial  control  of  the  school,  and  the  rule  of  disorder  had 
gained  such  an  ascendency  when  your  committee  visited  it, 
that  he  felt  obliged  to  summarily  expel  one  scholar.  There 
were  others  whose  conduct  had  been  as  reprehensible,  but  it 
did  not  occur  in  the  presence  of  the  committee. 

The  teacher  made  the  mistake  of  not  reporting  the  state  of 
the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  terra.  Had  this  been  done 
measures  would  have  been  taken  to  correct  it,  or  the  school 
would  haA^e  been  stopped.  The  recitations  of  the  two  oldest 
girls,  at  the  examination,  were  very  good.

The  teacher  started  out  with  the  determination  of  main- 
taining good  order,  and  has  succeeded.  She  entered  heartily' 
into  her  work,  and  whatever  else  the  scholars  failed  to  learn, 
they  learned  to  obey.  That  a  good  degree  of  progress  had 
been  made,  was  manifested  at  the  close  of  the  term.

CONCLUSION. 
In  conclusion  your  committee  believe  that  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation is  advancing.     If  we  compare  our  schools  with  the

past,  the  method  of  instruction,  and  the  introduction  of 
studies  that  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  intellect,  it 
must  be  acknowledged  there  has  been  an  onward  movement, 
yet  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  our  schools,  and 
our  school  system.  It  is  not  so  much  an  increase  of  appro- 
priation that  is  needed,  as  an  exercise  of  a  judicious,  economi- 
cal management  of  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  appropriated 
and  agencies  connected  therewith,  and  frequent  visits  by 
parents  and  citizens  generally-,  to  the  several  schools  while 
they  are  in  session. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Prudential  Committees  to  the 
teachers,  to  scholars  and  citizens,  for  a  constant  manifesta- 
tion of  courtesies.

report.  Such  catalogues  are  frequently  referred  to  by  citi- 
zens and  others  in  settling  a  great  variet}^  of  inquiries  and 
are  very  generally  preserved  by  teachers,  parents  and  schol- 
ars for  future  reference.  Errors,  if  any  occur  in  spelling 
names,  must  be  charged  to  the  teachers  who  kept  the  regis- 
ters from  which  they  have  been  carefully  copied.

During  the  past  yeav  we  have  received  a  number  of  books 
from  the   United  States    and  State  governments,  but  there 
have  been  no  donations  from  private  individuals.     The  cir- 
culation of  books  from  the  librarj'  has  averaged  about  one 
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66      . 

hundred  and  twenty-five  volumes  a  week,  or,  a  total  of  about 
six  thousand  volumes  for  the  year.  This  large  and  increas- 
ing circulation  and  the  increasing  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
readers,  for  books  of  an  educational  character,  especially  for 
works  of  biography,  history'  and  travel,  make  it  evident  that 
our  library  is  fulfilling  its  mission  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion, and  should  be  maintained  in  a  condition  to  meet  the 
demands  which  shall  be  made  upon  it. 

To  accomplish,  this  end,  it  is  desirable  that  new  books 
shall  be  added,  from  time  to  time.  And,  as  donations  from 
individuals  have  entirely  ceased  since  the  library-  was  opened 
to  the  town,  and  that  source  of  suppl}'  can  no  longer  be 
relied  upon,  it  is  incumbent  on  the  town  to  appropriate  the 
funds  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

In  1884  there  were  but  fifty-one  books  added  to  the  library 
against  one  hundred  and  sixteen  in  1883. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to  a  number 
of  volumes,  donated  b}'  the  United  States  government,  enti- 
tled, "  War  of  the  Rebellion,"  consisting  of  reports  of 
engagements,  made  by  officers  on  both  sides,  which  will  be 
found  interesting  and  instructive.
